Mr. Orr moved tho second reading of 
the Vancouver City Peace Preservation 
Act Repeal Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked that, tho sec- 
ond lejuling bo deferred for the present 
until tho governiuent had lirst considered 
the liiiancial phase of tho question. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven thought the repeal of 
the act would not do Away with the liabil- 
ity, hut he trusted that the government 
would see tlieir way clear to transfer the 
item from the assets and place it under 
the head of expenditures. ^ 

COtmiY CKIUIKAL COUHT.S. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, in moving tin* second 
reading of the " County .fudge's Criminal 
Courts Bill." said that unfortunately at 
present there was no machinery for allow- 
ing a man who was innocent, charged of 
a crime, being speedily tried — nor for a 
guilty man assured of punishment for be- 
ing su tried, instead of remaining many 
months in gaid awaitint( his trial, as ut 
present. The proposed act would 
considerably cheapen the administration 
of justice by allowing the trial of 
certain criminal cases by a judge instead 
of a jury. It was necessary for the pro- 
vince to first demand such an net before 
the Dominion could legislate in order to 
give them the necessary powers. It 
might be thought that additional ofheers 
would bo required for tho carrying out 
of tlio act, hut instead of an increase it 
would bo a lessening of the expenditure. 

Mr. Bolo quoted a number of instances 
illustrative of the injustice done to cer- 
tain prisoners by the present procedure in 
criiniiiiil cases.

While thia 
might have beuii a suiitiincnt>il satiafac 
tion to Mr. Bowintui it waa not u praoti 
cal one, niid if there was machinery at 
that time forsiicedy trial, he as well as 
tlie count ry would have been saved a very 
large and uiiiu.'cc.ssiiry e.vpeiise. The bill 
proposed was one which waa in operation 
the [iiovinees uf Ontario aiul Quebec.

LoNDO.v, Feb. lo. — In tho house of 
commons this afternoon .Ji*hii Edward 
Ellis, liberal member of parlitunent for 
Rushclilfo, in a vigorous speech aupported 
Parnell's amendment to the speech from 
the throne. He denied that a decrease in 
crime in Ireland was duo to tho crimes 
act, and condemned Irish magistrates for 
the mannor in which they iidniinistoi ed 
tho law. Ellis deelared that miuiy of tho 
magistrates wore not qualitied to hold 
the position aud their arbitrary adniiiiis- 
tratiim of the crimes act reeked with 
petty malignity and was calculated to 
create a state of tj'ranny. If tho govern- 
ment would assent tn the appointment of 
a committee of inquiry, ample evidence of 
nialadininistration of the law would bo 
given. Tho national league, he assorted, 
was iiovoa stronger and tho spirit of the 
Irish people remained unbroken. When 
electors of the United Kingdom learned 
the facts they would sweep away the 
present government of Ireland, which the 
speaker said was a mockery. 

Col. King Harnioii, Under Secretary 
for Ireland, followed. Ho declared that 
recent events hi Ireland showed that the 
national league was losing power. 

Mr. Gladstone is in receipt of a copy of 
procedure which will be laid before the 
house of commons to-morrow. , 

John Dillon and Wm, O'Brien were in 
their seats in the house to-day. Both 
gentlemen are in greatly improved health, 
and their sunburned countenances at- 
tracted a good deivl of attention. Wm. 
O'Brien will open the debate on the ad- 
dress to-morrow evening, when it is ex- 
pected that there will be a full attendance 
of members and crowded galleries to hear 
what the imiiulsive editor may have to 
Siiy of the treatment he has received at 
the hands of Mr. Balfour and others. 

In the houae of commons this after- 
noon Herbert Gladstone taunted the gov- 
ernment with its utter failure to prevent 
the progress of tho plan of campaign or 
to sujipress the Irish national league. The 
government, he said, hud made a great 
stir with very poor results among tho 
smaller branches of the league, but they 
did not dare to attempt to hew do'wn the 
main trunk in Dublui. Every landlord in 
Jrelaiul to whom the plan of campaign had 
been apjilied had, with one exception, 
surrendered. On motion of Win. O'Brien 
the debate was adjourned. 

HallHbary's UecenI Speech. 

Lord Salisbury's recent speech has had 

more effect on the continent than it has 
liad at home, wliiuh, quite obviously, it was 
intended that it ahould have. The portion 
of" his remarks in ./hioh the premier 
stated: "We have iu east Europe a 
policy which we shall consistently uphold, 
and shall not show ourselves more indiiler- 
ent to those interests than those who 
have gone before," is interpreted by 
Liberals and Tories alike ivs a deliberate 
suppleiiiont to Prince Bismarck's acknow- 
ledgement uf connection with a tripartite 
agreement. It is becoming more evident 
daily that the government have been en- 
trapped into an iigreoment it were better 
it should not have entered into, and 
which it would now willingly depart from 
if means of exit could be found. 

Vive* Klie lo Musiilelun. 

The refusal of Sir .lames Ferguson, in 
tho house of commons, last evening, to 
make an explicit explanation concerning 
the government's relations with Italy has 
raised a strong suspicion that a secret 
treaty exists between the English govern- 
ment and that jiower, and his refusal to 
lay before tho house the correspondence 
which had passed is regarded by a groat 
many persons as confirmhig tho suspicion. 
Even the Tory papers, the tit. Janu^ Ga- 
zette and Staiulard, resent Sir .lames' 
replies to Labouohore and severely criti- 
cise his evasive tactics.

Tho lords ccinintiasionerS-^ilT^^tlW- AIn- 
jeaty's treasurj' have doi.ated to 
Queen's university 242 volumes of works 
on the early history of Engkiid, Scotland 
and Ireland. 

While returning from the Hamilton 
races Fred Morrison, aged 16, was run 
into by one of the speeding horses, which 
struck his head, knocking him down. He 
died soon after. 

The Dupont powder works nt Sunbury 
exploded. Four men, Keshback, Stout, 
Teets and Rossman,,were blown to atoms. 
Several other workmen were badly in- 
jured. The cause is nnkiiown. 

A warrant has been issued for the ar- 
rest of James H. ,Samo, the absconding 
Toronto furniture manufacturer, on the 
charge of forgery. If he is in the States 
every effort will bo made to capture and 
extradite him. 

A young man named Chilton, an em- 
ploy(S of the Ottawa postoflice, was way- 
laid by unknown parties and robbed. His 
condition is looked upon as Serious. A 
club is tho weapon supposed to have boon 
used. 

All aged woman iianieil Clondonnen, 
who lived in Mariposa township, was 
found ou tho roadside near her home 
frozen to death. It is supposed she left 
home insulticiently clad, and getting be- 
numbed, was unable to return. 

A. A. Allen, absconding Ciisliior of the 
defunct Central bank, is at present in 
Minneapolis endeavoring to obtain a situ- 
ation. He writes that ho was forced by 
the directors to do what ho did in connec- 
tion with the affairs of the broken institu- 
tion. 

Stratton, M. P, P., Barron, M. P., and 
Gainor, warden of Haliburton, waited 
upon the Provincial Treasurer of Ontario 
to lay before him the deplorable state of 
things in Einmount. In one school house 
eighteen children have died of diphtheria. 
One family have lust six. 

A number of important state papers 
and records have been stolen from the 
state department. Tho value of the pa- 
pers may be conjectured from the desiro 
of tho governtne'tt to recover them. A 
government employe is under surveillance, 
and exciting developments are expected. 

The remains of a harp seal were found 
within a mile of Ottawa. This is the first 
ever discovered in the Ottawa district and 
the second in Canada. It is computed 
that it must have been thousands of years 
ago when that part of the world was 
covered by the sea thut this seal lived in.

D. L. Lockerby of Montreal, han receiv- 
ed a letter from a minor at Sudbury who 
writes of the wonderful gold-bearing 
tjuartz of the district. A piece of native 
gold valued at $5,000 was taken from one 
vein. Stampers are to bo erected, and 
from all accounts a large gold mining ven- 
ture will be opened up at Sudbury and 
neighboring district. 

Tho Montreal Grits have evidently giv- 
en up all hopes of saving Hon. Mr. Mc- 
Shane from the decisisn of tho courts, 
diB(|ualifying him for corruption in La- 
prairio county; us 'tis rumored in political 
circles tliatBeausooil, M. P., for Berthior, 
ia about to resign his Federal seat and 
run for the local to succeed McSliano as 
Minister of Public Works. Sylvostro, tho 
present M. P. P., for the country will be 
awarded a seat in tho Legislative Council.

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THE ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The "County Judges' Criniiiittl Courts 
Bill," which passed its second reading 
yesterday, will, when placed upon tho 
statute book, greatly facilitate the ad- 
ministration of justice and cheapen its 
cost to a very considerable degree. As 
• was pointed out by the mover, as well as 
by Mr. Bole, tho necessity for aonio sin;h 
provisions as are contained iu the aniend- 
niont to the "County Court Juriadictiun 
Act, 1885" had lonij ago become apparent. 
Groat hardship has been inflicted on inno- 
cent men by reason of their being kept in 
prison for a long period of time awaiting 
trial, while those guilty of - the oflencos 
alleged against them have, -' through the 
defective machinery of the law, caused 
great expense by their incarceration. The 
Act iu question remedies those grievances. 
Some of its provisions, based on the 
existing practice in Ontario, may be 
mentioned. Tho lirst .section allows the 
same practice in tho exercise of the Act 
as the practice of the Supreme Court, and 
any papers filed in tlie County Court in 
connection with -.any application under it 
shall be transmitted' by the registrar of 
the County Court to that of the Supreme 
Court as if it had commenced there 
originally. The Act provides that a County 
Court judge may, upon the ex parte appli- 
cation of a judgment creditor wlio has 
obtained judgment whicli is un.iatislied 
and makes a'iKdavit to tliat ellei't and tliat 
any person is indebted to the judgment 
debtor, order that tho ilobt shall lie 
attached and that he show cause why 
he should not pay the aiiftjunt he owes 
the judgment debtor or as much as will 
satisfy the debt. When no Supreme Court 
judge is within the district of a County 
Court a judge of the latter is allowed to 
grant injunctions to the same extent ns 
the Supreme Court judges, such to re- 
main iu force for three months 
unless dissolved upon applicatiou 
to the Supreme Court ; power is 
not, however, given to prosecute the 
suit in the County Court; the injunction 
may be extended and the suit had in tho 
Supreme Court as if it had been begun 
there, tlie County Court Judge ordering 
the applicant to give security for costs of 
interim order and of any consequent 
damages. County Court judges bhall bo 
possessed of the same powers as Supremo 
Court judges in regard to tho issue of a 
writ of capias ad respundeiiduin, which 
is a writ to take and keep the defendant 
to answer the plaintifi' in the action, or a 
writ of ne exeat reijiui, that the defendant 
shall not leave the country, and they have 
power to issue a writ under the seal of tho 
Court, and, on application, discharge it, 
and tho Judge may demand security from 
the plaintiff to the defendant for costs and 
damages consequent on such arrest, if it 
is found the writ ht^d been obtained with- 
out good cause. Section 111 of the 
"County Court Jurisdiction Act, 1885," 
is amended by the provision that 
"an appeal shall lie in any case where a 
judge has ordered or refused to order a 
new trial." .Sectieii !)1 of the Act is also 
amended by uddmg that where an action of 
contract in which the plaintill" claims S500 
or in an action uf tort over $250, as well 
as in cases mentioned in the Act, shall be 
instituted in the County Court and tried 
before a Supreme Court Judge sitting 
under the provisions of this Act, such 
action shall, without notice or security be- 
ing given of required, be taken to have 
commenced in tlio Supremo Court and 
shall have the effect of a suit in that 
court; such action n>ay, however, be tried 
in a sunnnary way without pli:ading3 
unless a judge shall order them. We have 
every contidence that much of the dissatis- 
faction whicli has heretofore prevailed iu 
the Province will cease to exist when 
the provisions of this nmendment become 
law, and that while justice will be 
administered more cheaply it will also be 
administered more effectively. Such re- 
medial legislation cannot fail to convince 
the people that their interests are being 
guarded by their representatives. 



BLAINE DECLOES. 

Writing from Florence, Italy, on the 
26th ult. to ]3enjaniin F. Jones, Chair- 
man of tho National Kepublicau Com- 
mittee, James O. Blaine declines to allow 
liis name to be presented to the National 
Republican Convention as a candidate for 
the presidency. He goes on to say: — 
"I wish, through you, to state to the 
members of the republican party that iny 
name will not be presented to the nation- 
al convention called to ausoniblc in 
Chicago in Juno next for tho noiiiiniitioii 
of candidates for president and vice- 
president of tho United States. 1 am 
constrained to this decision by considei'- 
ations entirely personal to myself, of 
which you wore advised more than u year 
ago. But I cannot make this announce- 
ment without giving expression to rriy 
deep sense of gratitude to many thousands 
of niy countrymen, who have sustained 
me BO long and so cordially that tho 
feeling has seeniod to go beyond ordin- 
ary political adherence of fellow-partisans 
and to partaica soiiiowlmt of the 
nature «f personal attachment. For this 
most generous loyalty of friendship I can 
make no adequate return; but I shall 
carry tho memory of it while life lastfl. 
Nor can I refrain from congratulating tho 
Republican parly upon tho oheorihg pros- 
pects which distinguish tho , opening of 
the national contest of 1888 ns compared 
with that of 1884." The rest of tho letter 



speaks of the growing strength of the re- 
publican party, of tho tariff and other 
issues. Notwithstanding this disckimor 
there is no reason why his name should 
not be placed before the convention, and^ 
if duly nominated, there is little reason 
to doubt he would accept. ( >n the con 
trary, liownv<iv, many public men have 
oxpreaaud the opinion that he should bo 
taken at his word and incline to the belief 
that the letter will improve the ehancej 
of Sherman or Sheridan. It seems to us 
that Mr. Blaine played « very strong card 
when ho wrote the letter which may 
prove to be tho winning one.

Thk British Parliamont is composed of 
1)70 members, of whom 435 are from 
England, 103 from Ireland, 72 from Scot 
land and 30 from Wales. 

The worthy and witty member from 
Westmiiistor city has several times do 
precated the obstructive proclivities of 
one or two of his associates and his COUU' 
sol to them is having a good oflect, 
Ruaaonable watchfulness is always de^ 
sirablo but violent leaps in the dark on 
every move of the govornnicnt, no matter 
how cohfmendable, are, to say the least, 
absurd, 

Though the session of the House 
yesterday was very tame a large amount 
of business was pushed through. It is 
evident that those of our legislators who 
are fond of spreading themselves to the 
■galleries, and splitting straws- on every 
conceivable question have come to the 
conclusion that less talk and more work 
will commend them to the confidence of 
the taxpayers. . ■ .. 

.\ WK.VLTHY gontloman, an enthusiastic 
l»ver of music, has oB'ered the father of 
Josef llnfmann, the wonderful boy-pian- 
ist. .S5U,U00 to educate tho little fellow, 
on condition that he bo not allowed to 
lierforin in public until the completion of 
his musical education. But tho father 
thinks the sum too small, and demands 
8100,000. Evidently, Hofmann believes 
that silence is golden, and is bound to 
soli it dearly. 

Co.M.M.v.VDKR CilKVNK is again urging his 
plan for reaching the North Pole, by 
means of balloons, upon the imblic. All 
that is required, we presume, is money. 
Why anyj^onej^should want to go to the 
North Pole IS ''one of those things," as 
tlio late lamented Lord Dundreary would 
say, "that no follow can find out." If no 
crank can be found willing to assist Mr. 
Cheyne in his project for reaching the 
pole we would suggest that he go out to 
Dakota and wait for the next blizzard. 

LoKn DuKFKRiN, referring to his resign- 
ation of the Vice-Koyalty of India, de- 
clared tho step was imperative and due tu 
private leasons. There had never been 
any dilleronces hctwoou him and tin? gov- 
ernment, and tho latter had always sup- 
ported him. Tho time was opportmie for 
him to resign, there bouig an outlook of 
prosperity and peace. He warmly eulog- 
ized his successor, Lord Lansdowne, pre- 
dicting liis appointment would be gladly 
received, and that ho would earn univer- 
sal po|uilarity. 

The mining committee appointed yes- 
terday must prove of great benefit to that 
important industry. No doubt was felt 
as to its becoming one of the most useful 
committees of the house. Now that the 
province is on the eve of extensive min- 
eral development it is of vital importance 
that every possible aid be afforded miners 
and mining investors. TIjp selection of a 
committee, composed altogether of repres- 
oiitativea of mining diatrict.s, whose duty 
it will 1)0 to consider all matters ])ertain- 
ing to mining, will place within the re ich 
of the hardy prospector and seeking iiives- 
t<)r a means whereby any reasonable pro 
position or suggestion for improving the 
laws or developing the mineral resources, 
will receive legislative attention-. 

The mercantile ae;ency of Djn, Wi- 
man & Co. have taken action against 
Hurteau & Frero, lumber dealers of Otta- 
wa, in which an entirely new question in 
the annals of legal procedure is raised, 
and the decision w-ill be watched with in- 
tei-est by the mercautilo community. It 
i.s alleged that in IHbli defendants, us aub- 
scribor.s to tho agency, applied for a 
s|)eciai report coiicorning Octavo Cossotte, 
huilder and lumber dealer, of ValloyOold. 
A report was obtained and communicated 
to defendants, but it now appears that, 
although obtained iu good faith, this re- 
port was incorrect. Cossotte, therefore, 
sued the agency- and obtained judgment 
for S2,0OO and costs, which has been taken 
to appeal. The agency now turns against 
their siibscribors, the defondanis, to re- 
coup themselvea, declaring that thoy 
\ iolated their r.greonieut with thorn, 
which forbids a subscriber under any cir- 
cuiiLstaiices to reveal to tho person con- 
cerning whose business a report has boen 
obtained any information which has boen 
secured from the agency. The agency, 
conclude by praying that defendants be 
condemned to indemnify them from tho 
consequence of tho Cossotte suit and pay 
any amount which may be awarded 
against them. 

Lord Dufi-kkin, says tho Edinburgh 
Si-iitsmini, is a man of many nccomplish- 
munts. Ho is [jrobably the most cosmo- 
politan statesman in tho service of Great 
Britain, and in his time lias leahit suino- 
thipg of many languages. To his other 
linguistic accomplishments he seonis t«, 
have added, at 4oa8t, a sufficient command 
of Persian to enable him to road a speech 
to the chiefs of the frontier tribes at Posha- 
wur, as he was reported recently to have 
done. It was surmised that tho speech, 
although road by Lord DuU'orin, had pro- 
bably been composed by some one more 
likely to be acquainted with Oriental lan- 
guages, but, if an Indian paper whiok I 
have just received is to bo credited, the 
Viceroy recently examined the boys at tho 
Badshahi Mosque at Lahore "in their 
studies in Persian, Urdu, etc., and heard 
them read the 11 bh pari of the Koran," 
after which His Excellency "expressed his 
Batisfaotion at their progress in education." 



There may still be some room for doubt 
whether the versatile Viceroy relied on his 
own knowledge in commending the youth- 
ful students of Persian and Urdu, but Lord 
Duflerin is a student as well as a diplo- 
in-.tist, and there is nothing i.itrinaically 
improbable in his having devoted some of 
his loisuro time to aciiuiring one or mcjro 
of tho many languages of the East durinj; 
hia enforced sojourn there.

He has had con- 
siderable oxporience as a parish priest and 
incumbent in English parishes, as well us 
in the United Stiites, his first curacy bcin 
Hadlow, Kent, England (186't), and his 
first incumbency St. Judo's, Glasgow, 
Scotland (1870)." A letter says; "He is 
one who draws men to him. He is the 
kind of a man who could slip his arm inti 
that of the clergyman and bo his counsel 
ling bishop without forgetting to be his 
sympathizing brother. Ho is robust and 
healthy; about fifty years of age; intellec- 
tually ho is able; of naturally tine powers, 
highly cultivated, a preacher, amd more 
than that, an orator. Ho is a moderate 
high churchman, an enthusiastic lover of 
and believer in the Anglican church, and 
cherishes a beautiful, ornate and reason 
able ritual.' " While rector of St. James' 
parish, Chicago, the following is told con 
cerniiig him : In his congregation was a 
woman who constantly attempted to prove 
to Dr. Courtney that tho use of ferinonted 
wine in the holy communion was sinful 
One day she attempted to put her theory 
into practice. She approached the altar 
where Dr. Courtney was administering 
the rite of communion, and when ho 
offered her the oup of wine she refused it 
The redtvir was aniazed, looked sternly at 
the glaring woman and then thundered 
out : "Woman, I charge thee, come not 
here again !" The incident caused great 
excitement at tho time in church circles

! JENNY LIND'S CAREER. 

The Piibllu rrivate I.lfo uf the Kocent- 
ly Iicreinecl Cuntrutrloe. 

Jetuiy Liml was born at Stockliolni, 
October 6, 1821, of humble paioiits, but 
the reniarkablo power and jjuthos (if 
her voice attracted- attention when slie 
was a little child, and she was only iiino 
years of ago when, owing to tlio kind 
offices of an actress, she was admitted 
into the Conservatory of Stockholm, 
wliere slio roccivod lessons from 

■ CroBlliis ami l)i^r<j, two eminent in- 
8tructor.s. While llion! she dnvoted 
her enersjius both to tbo ;irt, of sin;:^in;i; 
and to the tluiorotioii! aiul instrumental 
study of music. Hor ambition was en- 
couraged by her Iciicbors. who observed 
with admiration hor dilijjentcuUiv.ation 
of superiDr nat ural ^ifts. Hor progress 
was wonili'rful, iiiul it was ^iri-ally pro- 
motod afuu' slic! Iia l loft the eonst'rva- 
toiy by hor rc^ideni-o with the family of 
the po))iilar Swiulish composer, Adolph 
Frederick LiM<lbliid. Jenny Ijind was 
eighteen years of ago when, after bril- 
liant siiceesses in priyato on tertitinmo n ts 
and ill the Court coficdrts, she made lioi 
first a)lp(^•l^,■lucl' in opiuM as A;^a(li:i. in 
"Dor Frnis(.-liiii/,." 'I'liis was l.lui bu- 
ginuiug of a local fame which eclipsed 
that of all Swedish singers. In 1841. 
Idealizing tlie importance of being 
prc))arc(l to win a widnr apjiroba- 
tion lb:in thai of partial friend.- 
and nciglibors, she placed herself un- 
der tho tuition of Garcia at I'aris, 
where she could also benefit by the iicr- 
fornijui.'c of leading stars. A public 
appe;ii'ani-i' in Paris did not result in 
the "Swedish nightingale" receiving 
an engagement. Having returned to 
Stockholm, her appearance renewed 
the generous aduiii ation of the pei)])li' 
of tliat cai)ital. Slii' was (uigagcd a. 
Berlin in 1811 at llu; iusiancn of Mryrr- 
beer, who had mut bur in Paris, and 
her "period of glory,"' as an onthnsias- 
tic admirer piito' it, liegan in that city, 
in "NorniM."' ll(!r eugagoment at the 
Prussian capital endc l in Api'il, l8J-"i, 
after which she visiteil several German 
cities, including Vienn;u Tho great 
singer made her debut in Loudon in 
1847, with marked success. It was fol- 
lowed by a tour of England, and 
December 15, 1818, by her memorable 
appearance in oratorio in the Men- 
delssohn memorial, when the "Elijah" 
Avas performed with an almost unique 

^perfection. After spending some time 
in Stockholm, whore tickets entitling 
the fortunate liolder to seats where she 
sang were sold by auction, she returned 
to London in 181-9. .Slie retired from 
tlio stage in ."\[a\ i>{ that year, the pi'in- 
cipal cause being tlie objection of a 

' gentleman to wlioiii she was engaged 
to be married, but wim did not become 

. her husbiuid. 

Jenny Lind now formed the project 
to devote hci'self to oratorio and con- 
ceit singing, antl in 18,00 sbo made an 
engagement with P. T. IJaruiim for a 
.epucert tour in x\.meric;i, extending 
through the United States, Britisli Prov- 
inces, Mexico and . the West Indies. 
Her first appeariiiiee in Ntiw York will 
be remombe -ed as [ii-Dlpalily the greatest 
musical event that lias ever tak((n place 
on this continent. The receipts of that 
tour were $610,000, of which her share 
amounteil to $302,000. It was in Amer- 
ica, at Boston, February 5, 18.r2, that 
she became the wife of Mr. Otto Gold- 
achniidt, who acoomp-miod her as pian- 
ist. In 1852 Madame Goldschmidt and 
her husb.wd returned to Europi!. Slio 
visited her native eily and then made 
her residiiiiee at l)i-.'~den. Some of lior 
greali^st triuuiplis were realized in En- 
gland, after her return to that country. 
In 1856. In 1874 she and her husband 
became leading profe-^sors at tlio Rhen- 
ish Ac.'idemy of Music in Wiesbaden. 

■ Her home of l-i.*j years had been in 
London, where hor kind manners and 
abundant charities, as everywhere she 
had lived, endeared her to tho public. 
The Bach Choir, which familiarized the 
p(-o|)le of the English mctrop ilis with 
tho masterpieces of the great composer 
named, was founded by this distin- 
guished woman and her husband. 

Jenny Lind's husband, Otto Gold- 
schmidt, though he is quite bald, is lif- 
teen years younger than bis wife. 'I'hi! 
Plory of tluur •marriage is a romantic 
Olio !ind little known. During her 
travels through America, Sir Julius^ 
Benedict, hor accoinp.-«iist, was oldigod 
Buihlenly to return to England, and 
tlum she reinomberetl a poor ycning 
Gorman inusicinn she had met the year 
before, and sent for him at once to sup- 
ply Sir Julius' place. It was not long 
before the young musician was violent- 
ly in love with the prima donna, but 
being poor and unknown, and so much 
her junior, ho had no hope of any suc- 
cess. Finally he became so unhappy 
he resigned his place, and boiiig 
pressed by the cantatrice to tell 
the reason for such a stop, he confessed 
his hopeless loyc, ami was astonished 
and delighted when «!ie fell into his 
arras and declared slio had loved him 
from the first. They were extremely 
Ifappv togctbei-, and people scarcely 
guessed she was the older of the two. — 
Chicaijo Inter Ocean.

A Custom 111 Soniursot, 

By a farmer's door I foimd a tall 
branch of oak lying against the porch, 
'i'lio bark '.viis dry, and the leaves were 
tihriveled, but tbo bough Iiad been origiii- 
iilly taken green from the tree. These 
boughs are discovered against the door 
on the uiorniiig of the 39th of Jlay, and 
are in memory of tho escayit of King 
Charles from his enemies by hiding hi 
an oak. The village ringers leave them, 
and then go the church and ring a peal, 
for which they expect cider or small coin 
froii. each loyal person honored with an 
oak •sanch. Another custom, infinitely 
more ancient, is that of singing to the 
apple trees in early spring, so that tho 
orehai dii I'l^-y be uiduco-J to b-c-ar a good 
crop. The suigers come round and visit 
each orchard; they have a rhyme speci- 
ally for tho purpose, part of the refrain of 
which is that a cup of good cider cannot 
do any one harm, a hint which brings out 
a canful. — Richard Jefleries in Engliaii 
Illustrated Magazine.

deed of bloodshed and poisoning), vis- 
ited the Livingstone inland mission, 
his laee the very |)ieture of misery 

ni'l de.sp:iir. "Wiial has happened?' 
ill) w:is asked. Then; was a long si- 
lence, in a whisper he replieil that 
ibe peopli! of a neighboring town had 

lining the luglit sent :i bad bird, 
-N'Kissi, or spirit in tli«; sha|)c of an 
owl. which had bewitched liis plantain 
iiees near one of. his houses and had 
1, lighted them. The missionary asked 
how- the King knew that. the bad spirit 
had come. He rejilieil, slill in a mys- 
terious whisper, thai he haii lieiu'd it. 
■What bad he beard?" 'It was like a 
Idrd,' he said, and he d<'seribi;d the 
-.\ hil l ing noise of the lliglit of an owl, 
iiililiiig that directly afterward his 
piaiitain trees were lilighted. b'pon 
e\aininiiig tlu' trees the mis- 
■-ionary found that they had 
been injuriously allected. It was 
as if they had been struck bj' lightning. 
Mvery one of them was blackiMied and 
aiipareiitly dead. As this oeeiirred in 
the long dry season, when lightning is 
.'ilmost unknown, the mischief ha<l been 
done by some chemical agency, proliii- 
I ly only known to the N'Caiiga or 
nieilieiiie men. The old King begged 
lor some •niuiidili' or white man medi- 
eiiii', to counteract tho influence of tiie 
l :n| s|)ii-it. The missionarj- produced 
s >iiie inscet powder. It was ex- 
i lailied lo the King that Ihe powder 
w ;is only good for the destriietion of 
noxious insects, but lui took tbo pack- 
aL;e aw:iy and sprinkled it upon the 
liewitelied trees, and soon afterward 
new plantains shot up from Ibe roots 
of the lilaekened slumps, and il has 
' eeii a dillieiilt matter evi'r since to 
roiivince the King tliiil the powder's 
inlliience is conlineil to the destriietion 
of insects. The owl occupies, yon sec, 
liiesame position o;i the lower ('on;::o 
.-'s it did ill the eyes of the ancient Ro- 
mans. Pliny regat-ded it iis iiiaus- 
jiicious. Some English poets aro 
ilown on it, so are the Chinese, who 
s:iy Ibe noise which the bird makes is 
like Ihe digging of a grave, and is a 
sure sign that thoso who hear it will 
-non die." — London Jllmtraled News.

Tho measure is designed to pre- 
vent the spread of contagious diseases 
among horses and domestic animals, and 
being of such benefit is certain to receive 
the support of both sides of the house. 
Tlie bill jirovides for the appointment of 
inspeetor.s by the municipalities, whose 
diit}' it shall bo to inspect all aiiinials 
suspected of being diseased, and when 
ascertained that any animal is diseased it 
shall bo unlawful to turn out, drive or 
lead said animal through any street or 
|)lace where it may come in contact with 
Ovhor animals. If accessary the diseased 
animal shall be killed; and all owners of 
animals which are suspected of behig 
diseased must communica'te with the in- 
spector as soon as possible.

A bill granting the same privileges t 
foreign mining companies as those at 
present accorded to provincial companies 
has boon introduced by the Hon. Theo. 
Uavio. Hitherto, while nn individual 
foreigner might enter the province, locate 
ind purchase mines, and legally bold 
hem, a foreign company could not, and 
consequoncly that class of capital has been 
prevented from investing, as it might 
otherwise have done. There is such a 
general interest now manifested in our 
uineral wealth that it is deemed desirable 
to add every reasonable inducement in 
order that foreign capital may be attracted 
to aid in developing our mines. The de- 
tails of the bill have not yet been laid on 
morabors' desks, but there can bo no ques- 
tion about the main point, and in the in- 
terests of the province the bill should be 
made as perfect as possible, and become 
law at an early date. 

Aiuckduicnt to the .lurorH' Act. 

Hon. Theodore Davio has introduced 
a bill in the local legislature to amend 
the "Jurors' Act, 1883," which provides 
that sub-section 1, of section 2, of the act 
of 1883, shall be repealed and tho follow- 
ing substituted therefor: "Tho electoral 
district of Victoria City and tho Victoria 
and Esquimalts districts, as defined on 
the cffticial maps of the said Victoria and 
Es(iuimalt districts now deposited in the 
land oUico, which said maps are designated 
the 'Victoria district official map' and the 
'Esquimalt district official map' respec- 
tively, shall form one district, under tho 
name of tho Victoria district." Sub- 
section .3, of section 2, of the act of 1883, 
is also proposed to be repealed and tho 
following substituted therefor: "Tho 
electoral district of Now Westminster 
City and those portions of the electoral 
district designated as New Westminster 
district, known as Burrard Inlet, Langley, 
and New Westminster polling divisions. " 



Cayuotb Creek. 

Numerous assays of ore from the C»y- 
oosh creek ledge have boon made during 
the progress of sinking tho shaft. These 
assays have run'from flO to 9120 per ton. 
Two mill tests of 100 pounds" oaoh made 
hy two different San Francisco metallur- 
gists botli gave over $45 to the ton in 
gold, while the average of all tisti so far 
made is over $40 to the ton. The shaft is 
now down to a depth of fifty feet still in 
a largo body of free milling ore. It is 
thought tliat the water level and sulphur- 
ots will not .be reached until a great 
depth has been attained, and should 
this prove to be tho case, and there is 
every probability that it will, the com- 
pany will have hundreds of thousands of 
tons of rich free milling ore. The lodge 
has been located for over a mile, and ow- 
ing to its situation there can be no doubt 
that it was from thin hill that the alluvial 
ground on Cayoosh creek received its 
rich supply of golden nuggets. The coni» 
pany are working away quietly, having 
every faith in their property, and when it 
has been fully opened up, tho funds will 
be forthcoming for the ourpose of erect- 
ing a largo crushing works.

GOVERNMENT MINERALOGIST. 

To THE Enrrou: — It may just n(jw be a 
.Suitable period to dr.aw attention to the 
subject, so I have taken tho liberty of 
suggesting tiirough your columns the 
question for the consideration of the gov- 
ernment. A suitable sum should bo ap- 
propriated for the maintenance «f a 
scientific geologist, and mineralogist, — 
one who is capable of analyzing in detail 
any mineral or matter, and also to write uji 
the mineral bearing zones of the various 
districts for our enlightenment, fully de- 
scribing their productive and unproductive 
character. 'J'liese are in my opinion very 
much needed for the guidance of the 
miner as well as for the invitation and 
iliiection of the outside investor, moie 
especially for tho London capitalists, 
whence it is said all moneys for min- 
ii g mostly emanate. If the leading 
(luestions of our mineral bearing districts 
were properly exphiiiied by a standard 
geologist, practical men would not find 
dilUcuIty in procuring the necessary 
outside capital for their assistance in 
developing their quartz lodes; capitalists 
would not be so chary in coming forward 
when a favorable report is given by a 
competent gdvernnient geologist. The 
particulars explained with results of 
assays from such un authority would go a 
long way toward satisfying enquiries from 
capitalists who would bu willing to co-op- 
erate in any legitimate mining enterprise. 
Discoveries throughout tho province show 
that a largo area is auriferous, and lo- 
cal reports from many districts confirm 
the inqitirtant indications (jf mineral 
wealth, which contideiitly predict the 
cxistciii'e of most valuable deposits in 
depth, but in the absence of distinctive 
authority emanating from any profession- 
al ability there is seemingly but little 
confidence ])lacod in them for copious du- 
velopiiiont. From the statistics before 
1110 giving t he enormous amount of money 
called, up at London last year for the 
support of mining, mostly for gold and 
silver mining enterprises in various parts 
of tho world, it is surprising to find that 
uf the 34,002,041 pounds sterling called 
up in London in 1887, scarcely any 
found its way to develoi) any ininos of 
iJritisli Cdhimhia. It is a matter of sur- 
prise that t he greater i)ortion of it goes 
into adjoining territories and bordering 
Stales — Montana, Idaho, Colorado, and 
California — besides Australia, Africa, Ve- 
nezeula audMexico receive their respective 
quota. Strange as it may appear, such is 
the fact. A glance at tlie map plainly 
shows the geographical position of the 
province, surrounded with rich mining 
centres belonging to "t.'iiclc Sam." It 
may be, too, that development has been 
retarded because faulty experts shook 
tlioir heads with an ominious nod, 
that the phantom lino of the 49th parallel 
has affected the influence and killed the 
life of our metalliferous lodes, rendering 
tliciii in British Columbia unproductive. 
Would not a provincial scientific goolo- 
gi.st's report on the su))joct solve tho 
problem/ William Tkaouk.
